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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1, 2, 4-17, 19-32, 35-39 and 41-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Xie (6,708,299). 

Xie discloses the invention as claimed. Figs. 1A-3 show the reproducing 
apparatus having a recording medium having recorded thereon: the digital data 
including work data (taken to be audio or video information, see column 1 , lines 8-13); 
identification information identifying an individual recording medium (taken to BCA data 
which identifies individual disks following mask production, see column 1, lines 16-23); 
and discrimination information indicating the presence/absence of the identification 
information (taken to be the status bit 16, which if set to 1 indicates the presence of the 
BCA data, and if set to 0 indicating the absence of the BCA data, see column 1 , lines 
30-35, and column 2, lines 58-62), as set forth in the claims. The reference further 
teaches the identification information being recording in the lead-in area, and it may 
represent various information which include serial number, manufacture information, 
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identification data etc. (see column 2, lines 31-40); and the identification and information 
recorded on the medium are encoded, and demodulated and converted during 
reproduction using demodulation method for example 8:16 demodulation, and further 
error corrected using some form of ECC decoding (see columns 5-6), as set forth in the 
dependent claims. See also the description of the figures for further details relating to 
the limitations as set forth in the claims. 



Response to Arguments

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 18, 33 and 34 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Claims 40, 45-62 and 64-85 are allowed.
